in the pleasure of the journey, Dr John^- 
son thought life had few things better tiban 
the ckcitation produced by being whirl* 
fd Kipidly along in a pbst-chaise i but 
ht who has in youth experienced th^ 
confident and independent feeling of a 
stott pedestrian in an; interesting country^, 
and during fine weather, will hold the 
taste of the great 'mcMraSst cheap in com» 
parison. 

Part of Brown's view in chusing that

BeBi^Us» I behooved to be round the hjxdel 
this mornings and see how the herds were 
eoanipg on— they're aptjto be neg%ent 
wi' thdr foQt*balls, and fairs, and trystSj, 
when ane'fl awaj.

Brown had not designed his journey 
fihould be a speedy one; he therefore 
readily compounded with this hearty in- 
vitation, by agreeing to pass a week at 
€barlies-hope« 
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On their return to tile house^ where the 
goodwife presided over an ample breaks 
fast, she heard news of the proposed fox- 
hunt, not indeed with approbation, but 
without alarm or surprite. ** Dand ) ye're 
the auld man yet— naething will make ye 
take warning till ye're brought hame some 
day wi' your fei&t fbremost.^' 

*^ Tu(^ lassl ye ken y outsell I afn never 
a priti the waur o^ my rambles/' 

So saying, he exhorted Brown to be hssi^ 
ty in dispatching Ms breakfiist, as^ ** the 
frost having given wa^, the scent Would lie 
this morning primely.** 

Out they sdlied accordingly for Otter- 
scope^scaurs, the fkrmer leading the way# 
They soon quitted the little valley, and 
involved themselves among hills as steep 
as they could be without being precipi- 
tous. The sides often presented guides, 
down whicli. In the winter season, or after . 
heavy rain, the torrents descended with 
great fury. &)me dappled mists still float* 
ed along the peaks of th? hills, the re* 
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mains of^the morning cloudsi, for the ftost 
had broken up with a smart shower. 
Through these fleecy screens were seeti 
n hundred little temporary streamlets, %t 
rills, descending the sides of the moun- 
tains like silver threads.

or threa brace of fox^hounds. Terriei% 
including the whole generation of Pepper 
and Mustar4 were also in attendaneei 
having beeq sent forward under the care 
of a shqpherd. Mopgrel, whelps and cue 
of low degree, filled up the burthen of the 
chorus. The spectators on the brink of 
the ravint, or j^len, held their greyhounds 
in leash, in readiness to slip them at the 
fox, as soon as the activity of the party 
below should force him to abandon his 
cover. 
The scene, though uncouth to the eye 
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df 4' ftfcrfbssecl sportsmani had something^ 
ki it wildly captivating. The shifting fi« 
gures on the mountain-ridge, having the- 
iky for their back-ground, appeared to 
inove in air. • l%e dogs, impatient of their 
restraint^ and maddened with the baying 
beneath, sprung here and there, and strain- 
ed at the slips, which prevented them 
ftotn joining their companions. Looking 
down, the view was equally striking. 
The-^ thin- mists were not totally dispersed! 
iii'thegldn, i§o that it was often through 
their gauzy medium that the eye strove 
to discover the n^otions of the hunters be* 
low» Sometimes a bteath of wind made 
^ scene visible, the blue riU glitteripg as 
it twined itself through its rude and soli- 
tary delL They then could see tHe shep^*; 
herds springing with fearless activity from 
one dangerous point to anotiier, and cheer* 
ing the dogs on the scent, the whole so 
diminished by depth and distance, that 
they looked fike pigmies.

When the fox, thus . persecuted 
from one stropg-hold to another, was at 
leQgth obliged to abandon his valley, and 
to break away for a more distant r&reat, 
those who watched his motions from the 
top slipped their greyhounds, which^ ex- 
celling the fox in swiftness, and equaHing 
him in feroeity and spirit, , soon brought

In this way, without any attention to 
the ordinary rules and decorums of sport, 
but apparently as much to the gratification 
both of bipeds and quadrupeds as if all had 
been followed, four foxes were killed on 
this active morning ; and even Brown him« 
self, though he had seen the princely sports 
of India, and ridden a tiger-hunting upon 
an elephant with the Nabob of Arcot, pro- 
fessed to have received a day's excellent 
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ihiUd^eat When the 9|x>rt was given ap 
for the d^» most of the sportsmen^ accord* 
ing to the established hospitality of the 
country, went to dine at Charlies^hope. 

During their return homewardi Brown 
rode for a short time beside the huntsman, 
and asked him some questions concerning 
the mode in which he exercised his profes- 
sion. The man showed an unwillingness to 
meet his eye, and a disposition to be rid of 
his company and conversation, &t whidi 
' he could not easily account He was a thin, 
dark, active fellow, well framed for the 
hardy profession which he exercised.

/Xhe sport is. fQUfiwed by day and night, ^ 
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but most commonly in the latter, when 
ibe fish are discovered by means at torch- 
es, or fire-grates, filled with blazing frag- 
ments of tar-barrels, whith shed a strong, 
though partial, light upon the water. 
Upon the present occasion, the principal 
party were embarked in a crazy boat upon 
a part of the river which was enlarged and 
deepened by the restraint of a mill-wear, 
while others, like the ancient Bacchanals 
in thesr gambles, ran alimg die batiks, bran- 
dishing their torches and spears, and pur- 
suing the aalmon, some of which endea- 
voured to escape- up the stream, while 
others, shrouding themselves under roots 
<if trees, fragments of stones, and^ large 
rocks, attempted to c conceal themselves 
fiY>m the researches of the fishermen. These 
the pu*ty in the boat detected by. the

<< Ground the waster weel^ man ! ^ound 
the waster weeli^haud him down^ryo 
ha& pae the ptib^ o' a cat T Vwere the cries 
of advice^ encouragement^ and ^postula« 
tton, frotn those who were on the bank tq 
the ^rtsman engaged with the sakaon^ 
who stood up to his middle in water^ jingling 
among broken ice, strug^ing. against the 
force of the fish and the strength of the cur. 
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rent, and dubious in what manner be ^hoyl^ 
attempt to secure his booty; j\;^ Buown 
came to the edge of the bank, he called 
Dtit— <* Hold up your .torch, friend hunts- 
jaan/' fat he had already distinguished li^ 
dusky features by the strong light cast 
upon.it by the blaze— But the fellow no 
sooner heard his V0ice> and saw, or rather 
concluded it was Brown wha approached 
him, than,, instead of advancing, his ligh^ 
lie let it drop,, as. if accidentally, in tba 
water. 

«* The deil's in Gabriel I"— said the spmt^ 
man, as the fragments of glowing wood 
floated half- blazing^ half sparkling, bul 
;|oon extinguished, dciwn the stream— *< the 
deil's ia the man 1^-1*11 never master him 
without the light** and a. braver kipper^ 
eould I but land, him, never rei&t^ abune a 
pair o' cleeks.*'— Some dashed into the wa* 
ter to lend their assistance, and the fish^ 
which was afterwards found to w^h nea^r 
ly thirty pounds, was janded in safety, . 

The .behaxiour.of the huiitsman st];^pk 
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Brown, although he had no recollection 
of his face, nor could conceive why he 
should, as it appeared he evidently did, 
shun his observation. Could he be one of 
the footpads he had encountered a few 
days before ?— the supposition was not al- 
together improbable, although unwarrant- 
ed by any observation he was able to 
make upon the man's %ure and face.

bietrees, and our good master here o' the 
Charlies-hope— A weel, sir, and then the 
inferior sort o' people, ye'll observe, are 
kennM by sorts p* bye-names some o' them, 
as Glaiket Christie, and the Dewke's Gib- 
bie, or may be, like this lad Gabriel, by 
his employment, as for example. Tod Gab« 
bie, or Hunter Gabbie. He's no been lang

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fell fox-huhter, thou^ be*s maybe no just 
sse clever ais some b* the fo& here awa wi' 
tiie waster.** 

After some further desultory conversa* 
tion, the superior sportsmen retired to 
conclude the evening after then: own 
manner, lei^ng the others to enjoy their 
ifiirth unawed by their presence. That 
evening, like all those which Brown had 
passed at ChatUes-hbpe, was spent in much 
innocent mirth and conviviality. The lat« 
ter migfirha^vft approached to the verge of 
rJ(jt but for the good women j for several 
of the neighbouring mistresses (a phrase 
of a signification how different from what 
it bears in more fashionable life !) had as* 
sembled at Cbarlies-hope to witness the 
event bf this memorable evening. Find** 
ing the pundi^bowl was so often reple- 
nished, that there was some danger of their

" Now, ray dear Mrs Dinmont, you 
embolden me to make a request— w6u}d 
you but have the kindness to weave me, or 
work me, just such a grey plaid as the good* 
man wears ?" — ^He had learned the language 
and feelings of the country even during 
the short time of his residence, and was 
aware of the pleasure the request would 
confer.

He 
therefoi^ immediately desisted from his 
atfeinpt, contenting himiielf with seizing a 
imtlass, which one of the ruffians had flung 
aside kmobg the straw.' On his feet, and

Ha- 
zlewood instantly offered to attend us, 
and we stipulated that he should take his 
fowling-piece. He laughed a. good deal at 
the idea of going a^hooting in the snow, 
but, to relieve our tremors, desired that a 
groom, who acts as game-keeper occa- 
sionally, shouM ^Uow us with his gun. 
As fbr Colonel Mannering, he does not 
like crowds or sights of any kind where

iHde^ it were a milkary review^HM> he de- 
dined the party. 

^ We set out unumially early, upon a 
fine frosty exhilarating .morning, and we 
felt our mindsf, as well as our nerves^ 
braced by the elasticity of the pure air;

which reconciles her to accept his assists 
4incew 1 still leaned upon his other, ann. 
Xiicy followed us dose/ and the servant 
was two or three paces bdhind us. Such 
was .our postfion^ when at once^ and as if 
Jie bad started: out ci the ^uth. Brown 
43tood before us at a short turn of the 
road i He was y^ty plainly, I might say, 
coarsely driessed» and bis whole appear- 
ance bad in . it somethii^ wild and agita« 
ted. ^ I screamed betvfeen surprise and 
terror^^Hazlewobd mistook the nature of 
liiy alarm, and, when Brown advanced 
towards me as if to speak, commanded 
hiva bau^tily toist&nd back, and not to 
^rm the kidy. Brown replied, with 
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equal upenly, he had no occasbn to take 
JesiaoDa from him how to beliAve to that 
or any other lady. I rather bdieve that 
Ha2tlewood, impressed with the idea that 
he belonged to the band of smu^lw^ 
and had some bad purpose in view^ heard 
and understood him imperfectly. He 
aniattched the gun from the servant, who 
had come up on a line with us, and, point* 
ing the miizzk at Brown, commanded him 
to stand off at his perik My screams, fbr 
my t^ror prevented my finding articulate 
language, only hastened the catastrophe^ 
fitDwn, thus menaced, sprung upon Hazfo* 
wood, grappled with him, and had nearly 
succeeded in wrenching the fowling-piece 
from his grasp, when the gun went off in 
the struggle, and the contents were lod» 
ged in Haclewood's shoulder, who instants* 
ly fell.

He is already the object of my fathers re- 
sentment, and he has now incurred danger 
from the law of the. country, as well as 
from the damorousi vengeance of the fa^ 
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ther of Hazlewood, who tbreatensio move 
heaven and earth against the author of his 
son^s wound. How wlU be be able to 
shroud liimself from the vindictive acti- 
vity of the pursuit ? how to defend him- 
self, . if taken, against the severity of laws 
which I am told miy even affect hi^ liie>? 
and how can I find means to warn him. of 
his danger ? Then poor Lucy's ilUconceai* 
ed distress, occasionedbyjier lover's wound, 
is another source of distress to me, and eve- 
ry thing round me appears to bear witness 
against that indiscretion which has occa« 
sioned this calamity. 

" For two days I was very ill indeed. 
The news that Hazlewood was recovering, 
and that the person who had shot him was 
no where to be traced, only that for cer- 
tain he was one of the leaders of the gang 
of smugglers, gave me some comfort.

seen him for a long time, and even in his 
atiiange asid sudden apparition oh fliis un- 
iiBippy occarion, and under every diiad- 
vttitage, his foMi seems to me, on refled- 
tliln, improved in gtace, ismd his features 
in expressive dignity.-^Siall we ever meet 
aga&n ? Who can answer that question i-^ 
Write to me kindly, my dearisst Matildah^ 
but when did you otherwise ?— yet, iagun, 
write* to me soon, and write to me kindly* 
I am not in a rituation to prbfit by advice 
et te^Toi^i nor have I my usiial i^^te to 
pany them by raiUeiy. I S&d the terrors 
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i>f a chMf vAio ha8» in heedless sport, put 
in motion some pow^id piece of mada- 
nefy; aad, while he beholds wheels revol- 
ving, chains clashing, cylinders xolling 
around him, is ^equiQly astonished at the 
tremendous powers which his weak agency 
has called inta action, and terrified for the 
•consequences which he is compelled to 
await, without the possibility ^f averting 
ihenu 

** I must not omit to say that my father 
is very kind and aflfeetmiate* The alarm 
which I have received forma a sufficient 
iqpok)^ for my nervous complaints. My 
hopes are, that Bfown has made his escape 
into the skter kingdom of England, or 
perhaps to Ireland, or the Isle of Man. In 
either case he may wait the issue of Hazle- 
wobd's wound with safety and with pa- 
ttenee, for the communication of these 
countries with Scotland, for the fmrpose 
of justice, is not (thank Heayen) of an in- 
tknate nature. The consequences of his 
being apprehended wonld be terrible at this

Among those who took the most lively'

of the worshij^ul commission of justices of 
the peace for the county of- . His Mo- 
tives for exertion upon this occasion were 
manifold ; but we presume that our read- 
ers, from what they already know of this 
gentleman, will acquit him of being actua- 
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ted by any zealous or intemperate love of 
abstract justice. 

The truth was, that this respectable 
personi^ ftlt himself less at ease than 
he had expected, when his machinations 
put him into possession of his benefactor's 
estate.

The attack upon Colone} M^Mring's 
house, f4)ll6we^ Iff ;»te]^^^ of Haszle- 
wobd'^ ' wb^tid, appeared to Glcbsin a 
proper opportunity to impress: upon th^e 
country at krge t^e service Wbidi ceuM 
be rendeired by an active magibtraf e, ({^^ 
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he had been in the conunuBioii for some 
time) well acquainted uridi the law, and 
BO less so with the haunts and habitis of 
the illicit traders* He had acquired tlie 
latter kind of experience by a former 
dose alliance with some of the most des- 
perate smugglers, in consequence of which 
he ^had occasionally acted, sometimes as 
partner, sometimes as legal adviser, witb 
these persons. But the connection had 
been dropped many years ; nor, considering 
hom short the race of eminent characters of 
this description, and the frequent circum- 
stances which occqr to make them retire 
from particular scenes of action, had he 
the least reason to think that his present 
researches could possibly compromise any 
old friend who might possess means of 
retaliation.

in the county, was of mare inipoftanoe 
still. Lastly^ if he should succeed in dian
